with him I would urge upon tlie Gov- 
ernment the importance of attendance to 
our wants. "Alpha" must ])a]-d()n me, 
however, for takin,^' exeei)tiiin to <in(< of 
his statoini'nts, viz. that "new roads are 
being hiiil out and old onc^s iniiiroved." 
He should have said that the roads, or 
the myd rut.s which bear tho name of 
roa4s',^whicU id many cases Uflvo been 
mado by tho settlers (no thanks to tho 
old oba'trnetive Govornniont !) luo so 
much out of repair that, being dangei'iuis 
for anyone to use tliem, new bye-roads 
have to bo cut tliro' tlu! bush nnd tliro' 
jtlougltid fiet(J,i by tlie settlers themselves. 
This,* sir, i.s tho true state of things ! 1 
have seen roads in . other poi'ts of this 
Proviiieo, and I deliberately aftirra that 
ours are tho ifw.sV I over saw. They are 
in some instance's impassable (^ven on 
horsebaek, as above .stated, and at tliis 
season, "Alpha" might regahi liiinselt 
with a ride thro' two or three f(>et of l.ik! 
and water iu many places upcui tlm i<j'iii< 
of these settlements. I do not )iei-e re- 
fer to mud sloughs' oh the ])rairies, which 
have to bo forded at tho risk of life, l)ut 
to Toads which lie in tho mid.st of the set- 
tlemeuta whero there is constant traflic.

Between yon and me, :Mr. luli- 
tor, wouldn't it jba gay to see our new 
head of. the Lands and '\\'orks Department 
in this fix every time lie liad to ncll a new 
liiitto the Pren)ior or whenever lie liad to 
cross with a letter to tho Post-ollice ? 
And wouldn't there be a bridge bnilt af- 
ter this very next session? — in double 
quick time ! . , 

.But all pleasantry aside ; if it is the 
duly of Governments to care in any way 
for the life and jn-operty of tliose wlioni 
tliey govern, then I assert tliat no (!ov- 
crinnent can be held bianie]e'ss who allow 
such crying wants as tliat to nnnain un- 
noticed and unredressed. 1 do liope tlien 
that our new Executive, from whom wo as 
farmers hope bo much, will see that wo 
have roads made and bridges built — bnt 
ospotdally the one referred to at Chilli- 
whatd;— during the next spring or sum- 
mer if possible. 

I ought to mention, howi.'ver, that two 
or throe sni:'ll lM-id,!.(.'s lia\o been coni- 
meiicod on Sumas Prairie — the result to- 
tal of the big things jiromised us last 
session !

(Uohe n,m\ Mail to show that there was 
a wido divorgenco in the two reports on 
the (hdiato (piotod. Tho bill inoant mis 
chief to tho country and the coiistituon- 
cies. It required a person accepting of- 
lico without salary to go back for le-olco- 
tion and put the constituenoy to expoiiso 
and annoyance. With respect to the 
second section of tho bill, the lion, gen- 
tleman hold that a member of cnio Cabi- 
net had a right, within thirty days after 
resigning, to accept a ))osition in another 
Cabinet without going tlu-ough the ex- 
pense and fareo of ro-ol,pctii;n.

Ho claimed that the hon. Premie^ had 
vacated his position ' as an independent 
member by acco])ting a seat in the .Cabi- 
net, and ro(iuireil the endorsement^ of liis 
constituents. By bocoming a responsible 
adviser of the (iov(n-iior ho a."(sunied du- 
ties wlii(di ilid not ])ertain to a private 
member. This was a principle far 
higher than that of pocuniarv advantage, 
whether it bo .^lOO or .SlO,O0(». Tho hon. 
Premier was the chief member of the Ex- 
ecutive, and could not b6 an iadcpoudunt 
member. [!\rr. DoCosraos-^Yes. J The 
([uestion of salary was not worth a snap; 
but ho ought to have sought tho approval 
of his constituents, and a refusal to do so 
was a violation of tho principle and spirit 
of Kespousildc Government. To merely 
get rid of the trouble and expense of 
liolding an election, the hon. A.tt'y-Gen-. 
oral i)roposod to tear up tho charter of 
onr liberties. He regretted that tho hon. 
I'leiuier sliould have luicn the first in the 
Province to shelter himself behind a more 
te<dinicality of the law to evade ro-eloe- 
tion. Last year tho Hon. Mr. Blako, late 
Premior of Oatario, took a seat in tlio Ca- 
binet of that Province, and although one 
l)arty held that it was not absolutely ne^ 
ccssarv for him to fieok ro-oloction, he did 
seek it, rather than appear to impinge uj)- 
on the Constitution. Why did tho hon. 
Preiiiicr of this Province not do so'^ Then! 
would have boon 110 dolay, JIo did not 
do HO and all his liberal profos.sious now- 
wont for naught. If there was any loop 



thoy assumed (o speak. WlienlTrrBlake 
came to be' 'Premier he created a fresh 
ollice — added one more member to the 
Executive than tho Constitution providotl 
for, ■ and therefore lio sought tho 
approval of liis coiistituonts. The 
hon. Proniior had acted in a cou.^litution 
al manner. Ho (Mr. Beaven) Btood 
second to no man in the advocacy of Ile- 
sponsiblo Government and in tliu sacrod- 
ness of its principles Tho tendency in tho 
other Provinces was to do away with tlio 
re-election of Ministers. It was looked 
upon as a farce. | Mr. DeCosmos— Hear. ] 
This Pill, if passed, would bo a roileeticni 
oil certain hon. iiiembors 111 this Houso 
and was not called for hy tho people. 

Mr. lJunstor denied that this question 
was brought before this House (like the 
Mjdifled T.aritr resolution) to afford hon. 
members an opportunity to air thoir elo- 
quence. Ho hurled back the insinuation 
as undigniliod and unjust. Ho advocated 
this Pill in the interests of the country. 
Ho believed that tlia spirit of Constitu- 
tional (iovernmoiit had b(!eii violated, and 
so believing ho desired to record his vote 
against what, if suffered to go on"ii&'-' 
chocked, would prove to be a most dan- 
gerous iircoedont.

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said tho hon. 
niembor for Lillooet is n w onderful pa- 
triot, a sort of Aristidns the .lust, not friim 
-Mhens but from fiilli^oet. (laughter) 
rgcd to toll that patriot that us tho 
f tJiis administration ho (DeCos- 
mo.s) assumed the whole responsiliilitv of 
its acts. Bat what. (lid tlio ncblo patriot 
R.iy?
